Several delegations joined the 
proceedings at the June 5 
Chinook’s Edge Regional Division 
board meeting. 

Ken Brown provided the board 
with a capsule report on a vio¬ 
lence management curriculum 
called the Second Step Program. 
Brown said he is pursuing several 
avenues to secure funding for the 
program which slots into the ex¬ 
isting health curriculum. 

“I think schools and the public 
need to see the board believes in 
trying to check attitudes and be¬ 
haviour of children,” Brown said. 
Beyond support from the board, 
Brown saw value in widening the 
program to include parents, teach¬ 
ers, students and the community 
at large. He cited an example of 
community input in Sundre 
where business community mem¬ 
bers made it clear that violent or 
anti social student behaviour, 
even off school grounds, would 
not be condoned and said this was 
definitely having a positive im¬ 
pact. 

He suggested schools develop 
codes of conduct to “make a stand 
against violence. ” His submission 
stated: “Zero tolerance indicates 
all acts of violence will be ad¬ 
dressed, with appropriate 
consequencing.” 

Brown stressed the preventa¬ 
tive aspect of the program was 
where the greatest gains could be 
made, and agreed with board 
members who suggested indi¬ 
vidual student history, back¬ 
ground and personal situations 
should be factored into the 
“consequencing” component. 

Trustee Deb Cousins expressed 
approval of the program’s con¬ 
tent and intent. 

“These are initiatives that will 
help resolve scenarios before they 
become an issue in later years,” 
Cousins said. “ [The tools acquired 
in the program ] will give students 
the skills to deal with these issues 
in a positive manner.” 

Trustee Stuart Little added: 
“The important thing is the 
schools have to buy into this.” 

Transportation rep Glen 


Dressel answered questions about 
bus safety, including an often 
asked query about the reason seat 
belts are not standard equipment 
on school buses. To simulate 
school bus seating he placed two 
seats one behind the other, and 
sat in the rear seat. He demon¬ 
strated potential injuries sus¬ 
tained by school bus passengers 
restrained by lap belts. Without a 
shoulder harness, the head and 
neck took the force of the blow. 
Unrestrained, the body hit the 
padded seat in front, and injuries 
sustained were actually less se¬ 
vere. Dressel said Transport 
Canada statistics state it is 16 
times safer to ride on a school bus 
than in a passenger vehicle, and 
that school buses are subject to 
over 35 federal and provincial 
regulations in addition to those 
imposed by the local school dis¬ 
trict. His primary concern was 
educating drivers to obey the laws 
regarding passing a school bus 
where children are boarding or 
deboarding; he is working with 
local police departments to en¬ 
sure violators are charged. 

Sheila Shanahan and John 
Hand presented a video presen¬ 
tation spot-lighting the Academy 
on-line program and administra¬ 
tor Jim Moreau introduced a large 
delegation of representatives 
from Outreach-type schools 
around the district. He said 
changes to the definition of what 
students fitting the criterion were 
a positive move, specifically with¬ 
drawing the stipulation that ap¬ 
plicants need no longer be out of 
school for three to six months 
before becoming eligible to enrol. 

Judy Harder addressed home 
schooling issues and Moreau 
added that he and superintend¬ 
ent Altha Nielsen are currently 
drafting a plan to fill what he sees 
as a crack in the system. He hopes 
to introduce an alternative, 
dubbed a modified home school 
for students who can’t make it in 
to centres housing Outreach-type 
school programs. 

“It would be something like 
Pat St. John’sold off-campus pro¬ 
gram,” Moreau explained.

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MP says Corrections Canada 
supports illegal drug use 


A gentle home for 
memories 


Wild Rose Reform Deputy Jus¬ 
tice Critic Myron Thompson says 
he is disgusted that prisoners in 
federal penitentiaries will receive 
bleach kits in order to clean their 
needles for repeated drug use. 

"Drugs are illegal in Canada 
but apparently it’s fine for them 
to be in our prisons. Rather than 
Corrections Canada taking the 


bull by the horns and cleaning 
drugs out of our prisons, now 
they're going to clean inmates' 
needles for them," Thompson said. 

"We've already seen Correc¬ 
tions Canada spend $14,000 on 
the distribution of 80,000 con¬ 
doms in 1994-95. What will be 
the cost for the bleach kits? When 
taxpayers learn that they’re sup¬ 


porting the illegal habits of pris¬ 
oners, I suspect they won't be very 
happy. 

"It's a sad day when our law 
enforcers condone an illegal ac¬ 
tivity, but even worse when gov¬ 
ernment departments openly ac¬ 
knowledge and implement pro¬ 
grams that support unlawful 
behavior," concluded Thompson.

Mature civility on the table 

Four-year-olds don’t have a lot of options. 
They pretty much have to take what life 
throws at them and roll with the punches, as 
it were. Their world can be a frustrating 
place where nothing they say is taken seri¬ 
ously and almost everything they do is 
deemed insignificant. Out of necessity they 
acquire their own unique survival skills to 
get their views across to the adults who 
basically run the show. 

Their arsenal is a mixed bag of shouts, 
tantrums, sulking, and conversely, litanies 
of nonsense. Some adults forget how frus¬ 
trated these little souls are, while others apparently subscribe to the 
"if you can't beat 'em..." doctrine. 

Adults have a different set of frustrations to deal with, but the 
maturation process is supposed to develop means and methods to 
deal with such frustrations intelligently. 

Sometimes discussions escalate to intense levels. We're human, 
and it's a pretty safe bet we're not all going to agree on every issue that 
hits the table. But it's considered bad form (not to mention down 
right unprofessional) to pound your fist on that table and launch into 
a rant sprinkled with obscenities in the middle of an information 
gathering session. 

We’re civilized. We’re mature. We’re smarter than that, right? 

Certificates, diplomas and even multiple degrees constitute no 
inherent assurance of'adult' behaviour. There's nothing wrong with 
voicing one's opinion- it's a free country after all- but in the back of 
one's mind, there are definitely times you should listen to that little 
voice that says, 'It is better to remain silent and be thought a fool, 
than to open one's mouth and remove all doubt.'

Chasing the blue light special

With the success of the recent 
"shop at, home" program launched 
by the Didsbury Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, I thought I'd take a shot at 
talking on the subject. 

What is this program saying? 
It's a simple message. Didsbury 
has service, selection, and pricing 
that can meet the needs of it's 
patrons. Put Didsbury on your 
list when making your next buy¬ 
ing decision. 

An interesting phenomena 
happens in a K-Mart'“ store each 
time they announce a "Blue Light 
Special" on aisle four. Crowds of 
bargain seekers gather to see what 
savings they can unearth. Like 
sharks waiting to feed, shoppers 
circle and strike at the first sign 
of a bargain. In the frenzy, things 
are flying, items are bought with 
the hopes that they will fit some¬ 
body. 

In a subtler sense, the blue 
light flashes in Didsbury, attempt¬ 
ing to lure consumers out of this 
market. The blue light flashes on 
the radio, in our newspapers, and 
in our mail boxes everyday. (So 
that’s what that is) "Come on down 
and save big" is the message. Are 
we really saving by travelling to 
these markets? 

The generation of retailers 
before us didn't have to contend 
with the same degree of outside 
pressures as we do today. A trip to 
town meant a trip to Didsbury. 
Improved roads, superior auto¬ 
mobiles, increased leisure time 
and two car families have allowed 
larger centres to increase their 
share of "the pie" by reaching out 
to the rural markets. These blood 
sucking parasites (let me know if 
that's a little strong) have been 
successful in making it socially 


acceptable to leave the commu¬ 
nity to purchase goods and serv¬ 
ices. When I lived and worked in 
the city, I thought nothing of the 
impact urban advertising had on 
the rural economy. I thought 
"leakage" was the spill my brother- 
in-laws car left on my driveway. 
Since coming to Didsbury I've had 
a "wake up call''. 

I believe there is hope and a 
strong future for small town re¬ 
tailers. For half a generation it 
has been acceptable to leave the 
community in search of "better 
value". All of that is changing. We 
are finding that our time is more 
valuable than a knock'em down 
drag'em out trip to the city. We 
are discovering there is benefit in 
eliminating the stresses associ¬ 
ated with this tiring trip. Driv¬ 
ing, parking, rushing, waiting, 
rushing, second trip for ex¬ 
changes, photo radar.who 

needs it. And we are finding that 
what we need isn’t that far away. 

Small town retailers are re¬ 
sponding to meet the needs of 
consumers, making it a viable 
option to shop at home. We've 
been challenged to look at our 
operations and make sure that 
they stack up to the "big guys". 
Wal-Mart™ fashions their cus¬ 
tomer service program on a very 
interesting detail - small town 
service. 

Service is a hallmark of small 
town stores, selection is there for 
the asking ("if we don’t have it we 
will get it") and prices are 
competititve with major centres. 

We are facing the greatest chal¬ 
lenge ever and it isn't one that 
showed up overnight. Slowly over 
the past decades, large centres 
have been tapping into the re¬ 
sources of rural communities. I've 


caught myself looking outside 
of the community when what I 
needed was close by. It will be 
a slow process turning that 
attitude around, but it has 
begun. Ultimately, it is the 
responsibility of us retailers 
and service providers to gain 
the confidence of our custom¬ 
ers. Make it worth your while 
to "shop at home". 

It's been said that a dollar spent 
at home goes around seven times. 
So the Smith family comes to town 
to visit a friend. They purchase 
fuel at a local gas station. The gas 
station contributes to a local 
sports club. The sports club pur¬ 
chases food items from a local 
food store. The food store invests 
in renovations using local con¬ 
tractors. The contractor pur¬ 
chases equipment from a local 
manufacturer. The local manu¬ 
facturer advertises his services in 
the local paper. The paper gives 
space to local s- ■ groups to 
promote their (unctions. The 
function is successful and they 
purchase needed supplies from 
the local sportinggoods store. The 
sporting goods store pays a salary 
to a local employee. The employee 
purchases items at the local drug 
store. The drug store owner goes 
out for lunch at a local restau¬ 
rant and so the cycle continues. 
In contrast, a dollar spent out¬ 
side of the community is gone 
forever. 

I believe that Didsbury is a 
town poised on the brink of suc¬ 
cess. This is evident in the bustle 
you see each day along our main 
street. We will see growth, pros¬ 
perity and our market gaps will 
be filled. Chase the blue light in 
Didsbury. We appreciate your 
business. 


Didsbury schools

Many people are now making 
use of the park and trails found 
north of Westglen School. In this 
article I would like to inform the 
readers of how this park came to 
be and what is planned for the 
future. 

In 1990 during a grade two 
class discussion the idea of creat¬ 
ing this space was conceived. All 


the trees had been cut down and 
the area drained so that the 
Westglen School could be built. 
Returning this space back to the 
way it was originally became the 
goal. 

A proposal was submitted to 
the Environmental Partners 
Fund (Environment Canada) in 
the spring of 1991. It was re¬ 
jected. A second revised applica¬ 
tion was made and it was accepted. 
The proposal had a budget of 



habitat 

about $76,000. The government 
agency would provide matching 
money to a limit of about $38,000. 
The partners in the project were 
the three Didsbury schools, the 
County of Mountain View, the 
Town of Didsbury and the 
Didsbury community. 

The pond was dug and fenced 
in the fall of 1992. The county 
helped with the pond construc¬ 
tion and provided the rocks for 
the weir that separates the cattail 
marsh from the pond. Fencing 
was contracted out. 

Planting began in May of 1993. 
Small spruce and pine seedlings 
were planted by students, teach¬ 
ers and volunteer parents. In the 
fall of '93 thirty-two mature 
spruce (2-5 metres) and thirty 
poplars were planted by a tree 


renewal 

mover. 

In 1994, with the financial sup¬ 
port of the Town, the trails were 
cut and the sod removed. The 
County donated the special cloth 
for the trails. Volunteer labor, 
teachers and some parents, then 
laid the cloth and shale. Local 
residents soon were seen walking 
the trails. The High School made 
the bridges needed to cross two 
drainage swails. 

Students learned how to do 
tree-cutting and root them. Sev¬ 
eral hundred poplar and willow 
cuttings were grown in the school 
and planted. Unfortunately the 
summer was extremely hot and 
dry, and a large number didn't 
survive. 

In the fall of 1994 another hun¬ 
dred mature poplars were moved 


project 

in from county road allowances, 
as well as a hundred shrubs that 
parents dug on a local farm one 
Saturday morning. Mobil Oil do¬ 
nated two hundred spruce seed¬ 
lings. Half were planted in the 
late fall and the rest were dug in 
(buried) and planted the next 
spring. 

1995 was a busy year. The sign 
was contracted locally and placed. 
In the spring the following were 
planted: 50 aspen poplar, 10 pa¬ 
per birch, 50 saskatoon, 50 
wildrose, 50 buffalo berry, 100 
dogwood, and 50 snow berry. In 
the fall 100 wolf willow, 35 choke 
cherry, 65 river birch and 100 
tamarack were planted by stu¬ 
dents, teachers and parent vol¬ 
unteers. Another 124 mature pop

lar were moved in with a tree 
planter. Most of these trees came 
from a local farm. 

A pair of Canada geese have 
nested in our pond nesting site 
for the last three years. Bird boxes 
have been put up in the pond area 
and more are planned for the fu¬ 
ture, as well as a bat box. 

The uncut grass has been a 
problem because it competes with 
the small plants and shrubs and 
retards growth. To deal with this, 
post peelings from Sunpine are 
being placed around each plant to 
stop the grass from growing. 

Erosion has also been a prob- 
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lem. Water that flows along the 
ditch and into the cattail marsh 
has eroded the soil. This soil is 
now in the upper pond and the 
ditch is more like a trench. An¬ 
other problem to solve. 

All the mature trees have been 
staked and twine tied to them. 
This was done to prevent the wind 
from blowing them down. Many, 
many hours of volunteer labor 
was donated to do this job. Teach¬ 
ers in most cases did the work. 
Some trees have had to be tied 
twice because the sun caused the 
twine to deteriorate.

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Volunteers efforts bloom in spring

It's always good news when 
good things happen to good peo¬ 
ple like Karen Mengersen. 

Weekday mornings will find 
Karen at the Olds General Hospi¬ 
tal, working as a job coach with 
Kelly Rolfe for the Olds Associa¬ 
tion of Community Living. Kelly 
and Karen help in any way they 
can to brighten the lives of sen¬ 
iors in Long Term Care. But 
Karen spends many hours volun¬ 
teering there as well. This spring 
another aspect of Karen's involve¬ 
ment is evident. 

You may recall that duringthe 
spring of 1995 many celebrations 
were held to mark the end of the 
Second World War, fifty years ago. 
Canadian troops were instrumen¬ 
tal in liberating the Netherlands 
in 1945 after five years of Nazi 
occupation, and were warmly wel¬ 
comed by the Dutch. Canada also 
provided political asylum to Crown 
Princess Juliana and her family 
when Holland was invaded, and 
Princess Margriet was born in 
Ottawa in January, 1943. When 
the royal family returned home 
in 1945, they sent a gift of 100,000 
tulip bulbs to Ottawa to show their 
gratitude. They continue to send 
10,000 bulbs yearly, and the tulip 
gardens in our national capital 
are now a major tourist attrac¬ 
tion. 

To celebrate the bond of peace 
and friendship between the two 
countries, "Canadian Living" 
magazine sponsored 200 Dutch 
Tulip Celebration Gardens con¬ 
test, with tulips to be planted in a 
public site. Karen, also an avid 
gardener, entered the contest at 
the last minute before leaving on 
holidays at the beginning of Au¬ 
gust last year. Her winning essay 
is reprinted at the right. It is an 
eloquent tribute to seniors who 
had contributed to the war effort 
in so many ways. 

In early September, Karen was 
delighted when a package of 400 
bulbs arrived with a letter of con¬ 
gratulations and a planting lay¬ 
out, designed by the famous 
Keukenhof Gardens of Holland. 
This was followed by a ceremony 
last October in the chapel at the 
Olds hospital, in which the bulbs 
were presented to the residents 
of Long Term Care. Present were 
representatives of the David 
Thompson Regional Health Au¬ 
thority, the RCMP, the Ministe¬ 
rial Association, and Olds College.

I think the predominant color in Heaven must be green. I 
can’t imagine what color would be more appropriate for surely 
green is the color of peace, hope, tranquility, new life, and the 
promise of renewal. For we sun-starved Canadians, and espe¬ 
cially after such a winter as we have had, the first bits of green 
grass, even the first weed is a cause for celebration. The first sign 
of green along the edge of the road, a few squills showing in a 
flower bed, just that hint of thickening in the trees and then pale 
green, almost yellow, almost translucent, with baby leaves as 
tiny as kittens ears, the aspens begin to show color. Clean, green, 
new lawns, green outlining the creek bed, hayfields with a gray- 
green haze beginning to cover the brown base, bright green 
spikes of barley in perfect rows against clean black dirt and a vast 
field of tiny blue-green pea plants clutching the earth. Our big 
tamarack with its soft little new needles is a pale green froth 
against the yellow-green maple and every leathery little bur¬ 
gundy-green leaf in the coton easter hedge reflects the light. 

About February I develop what can only be described as green 
hunger. I need green so badly that I begin trimming the gerani¬ 
ums and setting slips in soil. It’s never very successful but I also 
buy seeds and start things like dahlias, lobelia and impatiens. 
Usually the geranium project gives me some satisfaction and out 
of 20 slips I can get ten decent plants that will bloom before 
freeze up. The dahlias sprout too soon and grow into rangy 
critters with a long pale stem and two minute leaves that cling 
to life just long enough to make me feel really guilty when they 
die. Impatiens seeds Eire so small that they come in a teeny weeny 
envelope inside the seed package and it’s hard to tell how many 
there may be. They look like cat dandruff. Purely by guess I 
distribute the dandruff into six planting cells and hope for the 
best. Eventually little round leaves appear but by this time the 
dahlias need enough water that in order to keep them alive the 
impatiens become waterlogged and die. Meanwhile every lo¬ 
belia seed has sprouted so that each little lobelia cell looks like 
a Chia Pet. They quickly become root bound and die. 

About the time that my nursery experiment has failed the 
commercial greenhouses are opening and I can begin to indulge 
my green craving by visiting them. I recommend the Water 
Valley Forest Nursery for an early visit. They have reforestation 
seedlings and to stand among those millions of bright green, 
healthy little spruce and pine trees will restore your soul.

Even more so when they told us 
they had a 90 per cent survival rate. 

For years I have used my own method for buying bedding 
plants. I go to several greenhouses (sometimes the same one two 
or three times) and I buy a modest amount of plants each time. 
When I get home I destroy the bill without looking at it and 
! promptly forget how much it was. This way I have no idea what 
I spend on bedding plants each year and I hope I never find out. 

Human Nature being what it is in just a few weeks we have 
I become accustomed to green and are beginning to take it for 
granted. The joyous cry of, "oh look there is green in the lawn" 
becomes, "do you think you can get that grass cut before it goes 
to seed?" The dear little clover plants that seemed so welcome in 
April are choking the life out of the pansies, and the volunteer 
j bachelor buttons have formed a perfect haven for the everlast- 
, ing, blasted, rotten, chickweed. Do we sing praises to green as we 
mix our Roundup? No, but we should. The green is so fleeting, 
the summer so short. We are going to be away for a few days and 
I can hardly wait until we get back. Will the scarlet runner beans 
be up by then? Should I stake the peonys before we go? I hope the 
j trollius is still blooming when we get back and I sure don’t want 
| to miss the apple blossoms.

previous foray into antique sales 
as a participant in an antique 
store in Edson four years ago. 

“Six of us liked to collect 
things,” Grimmon said, “But in 
order to support our habit, we 
had to get rid of some of it to buy 
more, so we opened an antique 
store.” 

Regarding the personal expe¬ 
ditions, it would appear 
Grimmon’s husband John, has 
yet to catch the antiquing bug. 

“Wejust pack up the truck and 
go in search of new and exciting 
treasures across the country,” 
Grimmon said, adding with a 
smile, “Myrna loves it, John hates 
it.” 

Still, many items reflecting 
John’s Dutch heritage add an in¬ 
ternational flair to the shop’s pre¬ 
dominantly ‘Canadiana’- motif. 
What appear to be ordinary plant 
holders are actually authentic 
Dutch antique roof tiles, outfitted 


with sap collector pots. The curve 
of the tiles was fashioned by shap¬ 
ing each tile form over a woman’s 
thigh. Little Dutch scooters, 
wooden shoes and Dutch ice 
skates are displayed alongside a 
plethora of items ranging from 
whimsical to majestic. A Victo¬ 
rian lady’s armoire featuring the 
natural crackled effect now being 
created artificially graces the 
south wall, and in the centre of 
the room sits a marble-topped 
English walnut washstand in 
pristine condition with the origi¬ 
nal hardware. A shelf by the en¬ 
trance to the Bed and Breakfast 
area holds one of Grimmon’s 
favorite pieces- a rare Charlie 
McCarthy collectors spoon. There 
are milk cans, horse combs, pop¬ 
corn tins, an enamel baby’s wash 
basin, and two intriguing wooden 
items which upon closer inspec¬ 
tion turn out to be a butter churn 
and a hand-crank-operated wash¬ 
ing ‘machine’. There are even a 
couple of cast iron beds, and a lot 


of what Grimmon refers to as ‘guy 
stufT, with no intention of ex¬ 
cluding ladies who might be 
drawn to such items as well. 

“People in the antique market 
are lookingfor hundreds of differ¬ 
ent items,” Grimmon said. “So 
many people have their own area 
of speciality. I collect white 
enamel, some collect tins. It’s 
these complexities that make it so 
much fun because you never know 
what people are going to be look¬ 
ing for.” 

While there is a story con¬ 
nected to almost every piece, 
Grimmon made no claims to be an 
authority on all avenues of an¬ 
tique collecting. 

“Collecting is my area of inter¬ 
est,” she said. “I’m not an expert. 
It takes years just to understand 
enamel. I just have a tremendous 
interest in collecting and preserv¬ 
ing our heritage.” 

Until fairly recently, Grimmon 
said, people placed no value on 
historic pieces native to Canada. 
Hot items of today were deemed 
yesterday’s ‘junk’ and much was 
relegated to landfills. This con¬ 
cerns Grimmon who said that 
American dealers are “taking away 
our treasures”, literally by the 
van load, shipping semi-trailer 
loads filled with Canadian arti¬ 
facts to the United States where 
they are promptly snapped up by 
Americans. 

“I feel that it’s important to 
keep our Canadiana in Canada,” 
she said. “Children are tremen¬ 
dously interested in things from 


the past; we need to save this 
important part of our Canadian 
heritage.” 

Grimmon plans to introduce 
an interesting side-line for those 
who fancy a nice cup of tea or a 
bracing mug of coffee. While not 
served on premises, you’ll be able 
to purchase packages of Market 
Spice tea and Starbuck coffee to 
take home and sip in your own 
back yard after an eventful day of 
antiquing. 

Grimmon hopes Didsburians 
experience a ripple effect from 
out-of-town traffic, as travelling 
antique collectors gravitate to this 
new franchise in the antique col¬ 
lector’s quarter. 

“We know there’s nothing 
like an antique sign to bring 
people screeching in from the 
highway,” Grimmon said, 
smiling. “Who knows what the 
future will bring? We’re ex¬ 
cited, not just for the 
Grimmons, but for Didsbury. 
There are a whole bunch of 
antique hunters out there, so 
let’s bring them to Didsbury.” 

Reflecting the seasonal nature 
of the trade, Grimmon House An¬ 
tiques will likely be an annual 
spring and summer operation. 
The shop is open on Fridays, Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays from 1 to 4 
p.m., and as Myrna Grimmon said, 
“You’re more than welcome to 
come and browse. We want this to 
be a place where people can come 
in, sit down and rest a while and 
we can talk about whatever you’re 
lookingfor.”

With the increased prices for 
wheat caused by extremely low 
world stocks, wheat acres are in¬ 
creasing this year. 

The March Statistics Canada 
acreage report says wheat seed¬ 
ing intentions are up 16 per cent. 
That's about four million acres. 
The late wet spring may reduce 
the increase somewhat. Regard¬ 
less, world carryovers are low 
enough and demand strong 
enough, all of Canada's export¬ 
able supplies will have a market 
at good prices. 

Have you ever wondered what 
ever becomes of the wheat that 
you produce? Will it be a sand¬ 
wich eaten here in Canada, noo¬ 
dles in China or pita bread in the 
Middle East? The Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) has seven 
classes of wheat, all with differ¬ 
ent properties and end-use char¬ 
acteristics. Within each class 
there are several grades, depend¬ 
ing on the condition of the wheat. 

Canadian Western Red Spring 
(CWRS) - CWRS is a high protein 
wheat with excellent milling and 
backing characteristics. It is used 
for high volume breads, or blended 
with lower protein wheat for flat 
breads and noodles. 

Canada Prairie Spring Red 
(CPSR) - CPSR is a medium pro¬ 
tein wheat with very good milling 
quality. It is used for French type 
hearth breads or can be blended

to produce breads such as flat, 
pan and steam breads. 

Canada Prairie Spring White 
(CPSW) - CPSW has a medium 
dough strength and can be used 
alone or in blends. It is used for 
many types of noodles, flat breads 
and some household flours. 

Canada Western Extra Strong 
Red Spring (CWES) - CWES is a 
premium quality wheat used for 
blending to increase dough 
strength. It is used within blends 
to produce products such as pan 
bread and buns along with whole 
wheat and speciality breads. The 
influence of CWES in blends im¬ 
proves shelf life and frozen bread- 
type doughs. 

Canada Western Red Winter 
(CWRW) - CWRW is a medium 
protein, strong gluten wheat with 
excellent milling quality and flour 
yield (low ash). It is used in the 
production of French and hearth 
bread along with certain types of 
noodles. 

Canada Western Soft White 
Spring (CWSWS) - CWSWS has 
low gluten strength and protein 
with very good milling qualities 
of the top two grades. It is used for 
produce products such as cook¬ 
ies, pastries, biscuits and crack¬ 
ers. 

Canada Western Amber 
Durum (CWAD) - CWAD is a 
strong gluten wheat with a dis¬ 
tinct yellow pigment. It is used 
for the production of pasta prod¬ 
ucts.
